7.  /iN  ELMENTi\RY  COURSE  IN  PHOTOGRi'J^HY; 
Thi s^'cour'so  has  "boon  revised  to  suit  the 
purpose  of  tho  CCC  Comps  educational 
program.  We  quote  from  a letter  recently 
received  from  tho  Eastman  Kodak  Company 
as  follows;
